Report of Superintending School Committee, 


_ Citizens ofthe Town of Eaton: 


I have visited the most of the schools twice (as you will 
see, by the following table) and from careful inquiry, I find a 
very notable advance from last year’s work. Good discipline 
has been maintained, and very thorough work been done. 
The teachers have, with one or two exceptions, been experien- 
ced and able. Miss Gilman taught for the first time : she made 
good advancement, kept good order, and promises to become 
one of the best teachers in the country. Miss Perkins too, 
commenced teaching this year; she takes interest in her school 
and if she continues to teach, will become a successful teacher. 
No change has been made in any of the text books this year; | 
haye examined several works on Physiology and Narcotics as 
recommended by me in my last year's report, but I have decided 
that better works are forthcoming from the press; as those first 
presented are gotten up in a hurry to fill the new law, and those 
lately received treat more fully the subject. Possibly I may be 
of service to my successor, towards getting the right book before 
our scholars. 

I would especially urge that PARENTS would take more 
interest in visiting the schools. — Vhey would be well paid if 
they take a little time, and see if the schools are well conducted. 
I think it would add to the interest of every school, the teachers 
would be more careful, and better work would be the result. 
TRY IT the COMING YEAR and SEE.
